The Judgment of E. L. Dorsey, of 
laiiilsvllle. district supervising in- 
spector for th" marine service, 
against First Engineer John Rey- 
nolds, of ihe steamer Kentucky, de- 
livered several days ago in which- the 
engineer's license wan permanently 
revoked for the alleged violation of 
section No. 4437 of Ihe United Stales 
statutes, which provides that an en- 
gineer Hhall carry not over a certain 
maximum amount of steam, has been 
modified nnd the engineer’s license 
restored to him. hut he will have to 
accept a suspension of ninety days 
before he can again assume his du- 
ties on the river In ihe capacity of 
engineer. 

The case began several weeks ago, 
when one of the local inspectors of 
Nashville, hoarded the steamer Ken- 
tucky sbniewhere up th'. Tennessee 
river, and claims lo have found up 
over 200 pounds of sleam. 

The Inspectors Immediately sus- 
pended the license of both Engineer 
Reynolds nnd Assistant McCandleas 
for a long term. 

An* appeal was taken by Ihe engi- 
neers to Supervising Inspeetor Dor- 
sey. of l^iuisvllle', who came down 
and held an investigation at the gov- 
ernment building. It was alleged by 
the engineer that Ihe steam gauge 
was wrong, nnd often showed several 
pounds of strain when the boilers 
were cold. 

It was shown that even If the engi- 
neer was to blame the assistant 
knew nothing about It, and Inspec- 
tor Dorsey restored Engineer Mo- 
Candless’ license, but permanently 
revoked the license ol Engineer Rey- 
nolds. 

The latter appealed the case to 
the highest authority. Supervising 
Inspector Gen ral Earle, of Wash- 
ington, who held that while the en- 
gineer was not guilty as charged, he 
was guilty of negligence. The engi- 
neers had further been compelled to 
testify against themselves in the tri- 
al here which was Illegal, and the 
supervising Inspector general re- 
stored (lie license of Engineer Rey- 
nolds, and suspended It for ninety 
days, beginning September 1.

body thrown on the track to dlv-rt 
suspicion of foul p!a.v was given at 
(he coroner's Inquest yesterday. The 
asse tlon came a* a surprise to all 
thoye nlerested In the <■*»•' except 
Harmcllng's associates, who had dls- 
cussed thnt theory from the lime he 
wm killed. 

The verdict of (he jury waa some- 
what indefinite. The jurors held 
that Hurtnelhtg came to his death 
from being run over by a F.lg Four 
train, but were unable m say wheth- 
v It was a switching or a passenger 
train Mini had n»n over the bodv or 
whether he had been killed before 
the train passed over the trndy. 

Coroner Harris Kelly mad the fol- 
lowing statement: 

"The evidence shows clearly that 
Harnteling had had trouble with an 
employe of the Big Four railroad. 
Thnt employe had Inform'd several 
important railroad officials that he 
intended to see the general yardmas- 
tcr about statements Harnteling is 
sai.1 to have made to him. Thn evi- 
dence also shows that the sum*, man 
was seen looking for Harmcl ng an 
hour before the body was found on 
■ It tracks. At that time he can led 
a pair of lc:- tongs In hla hand." , 

The railroad employes have talked 
of little else since the night the body 
was tounJ but that foil p’..«y had 
been committed before th- body had 
been placed on the tracks. The the- 
ory held by the railroad men is that 
Harnicllng was struck from behind 
and his body plat- d on thu truck us 
the passenger tra n apptoadhed. 

The body was so badly mangled 
that it wag Impossible to ascertain 
whether or not Harm ling had been 
struck or stabbed before tho train 
ran ove; him.
